Judge Coolidge’s Most 
Excellent Charge. 


The grand jury is in session at St. 
oseph. 
It is evident that the meeting of this 
body has alarmed certain people in Ber- 
ien county for at the opening of the 
circuit court this 
morning 
James 
O ’Hara, as attorney for unknown inter­ 
ested parties, moved that the grand 
jury be »quashed and the jurors sent 
home. 


This startling motion was made on 
the ground that the jury had been 11- 
egally drawn. 
Mr. O ’Hara stated that 
the law provided that the Hats from 
which grand juries should be selected 
must be returned from the dilVerent 
wards and townships with tiie signa­ 
tures of tlie supervisors and clerks and 
in the cities the lists should be tiled by 
the supervisors alone. The attorney 
claimed there was an error in the Ben­ 
ton Harbor lists for these were signed 
by both the aldermen and the supervi­ 
sors from the dilTerent wards.' 


He claimed an error from Water- 
vliet as the jury list from that town­ 
ship did not show that it was taken 
from the assessment list of 1SS>7. 


The attorney discovered an error 
from the Niles jury list. 
Here Super­ 
visor Tichenor did the whole thing 
nimself having furnished the jury list 
from that city. 


Judge Coolulge declined to consider 
the arguments of Mr. O’Hara and di­ 
rected that the grand jury oegin busi­ 
ness this afternoon. 


A WRECK 


City of Duluth Has Gone 
to Pieces. 


Heavj’Sea This Morning 
Finished Her. 


Wreckage Now Coming 
Ashore. 


Judge Coolidge delivered the follow­ 
ing charge to the grand jury this af­ 
ternoon: 


Gentlemen of the grand jury; You 
appear here in answer to the sum­ 
mons of the court, charged with the 
duty of investigating complaints of vi­ 
olating the criminal and police laws, 
committed within the limits of this 
county. The trust committed to your 
hands is a res()onsible one and should 
be discharged intelligentlyand feariess- 
b'-In the early history of the state, the 
grand jury met at the opening of every 
term of court and the tindiug of an in­ 
dictment by them precedea any trial 
for a felony. This practice, however, 
continued but a short time. 
A simpler 
and less expensive method was foon 
adopted. The grand jury system was 
not, nowever, thoroughly 
expunged 
from the statute books. 
A saving pro­ 
vision was incorporated into the law by 
which it might be summoned whenever 
the court deemed it proper and neces­ 
sary. 


Under our present bystem, courts are 
seluom inelinea to call 
the grand 
jury into requisition. 
It is now ¡ieven 
years since one was called by my ac­ 
complished 
predecesfor. 
in 
many 
counties ol the state no grand jury has 
been summoned fur halt a century. 


It is my uwn belief that the calling 
of a grand jury should only be resorted 
to wuen grave and urgent reutons exist 
which the court cannot conscientiously 
ignore. 
To justify it, »ome occasion 
must iiave ai'ihen, wnen the ordinary 
methods of judicial procedure &eeiu in­ 
adequate to obtain a propur enforce­ 
ment of those police laws which ]}ecul- 
iarly relate to the maintenance of pub- 
licsafety, the public moral and the well­ 
being of the great budy-politic. 


Tuat occasion in the opinion of the 
otUcers of this court has now arrived 
A well delined policy of openly defying 
the enforcement of certain laws, which 
are upon our statute books, has been 
recently developed in some parts of the 
county to such an alarming degree that 
the court cannot ignore the fact of its 
existence, without a forliture of self 
respect. 
That policy, in my opinion, if 
successful, means a breaking down of 
all the restrictions 
and regulations 
which the laws of this state have im­ 
posed upon the business of selling in­ 
toxicating liquors. 
It is true undoubt­ 
edly that no scheme of violating all 
these -laws is openly advocated, but 
logically and inevitably a notorious 
violation»jof any portion of them in­ 
volves a disruption of all legal barriers 
whatsoever. These laws must stand or 
fall together. 


Complaints have been made to the 
ottieers of this court, gentlemen of the 
grand jury, that during the past year 
and especially during the summer sea­ 
son < saloons to a considerable degree 
have been kept open during the fciab- 
bath day, on holidays and at hours of 
the ni^ht prohibited by the statute; 
that a 4etermiaation has beeo openly 
expressed io some quai^ters and even in

ClilRago, Jan. 31.—At the banquet ot 


the Commercial club, which was held 
Saturday night at the Auditorium, Pro- 
lessor Von Holst, of Chicago university, 
delivered the principal address of the 
evening, his subject being “Annexation 
of Hawaii.” 
His remarks, although 
they were objected to by many, were 
suiBclently in line with the club’s ma­ 
jority views to be followed by the adop­ 
tion of a resolution against the annexa­ 
tion of the islands. 


The professor objected to the annexa­ 
tion on general principles, first declar­ 
ing It a repudiation of the doctrine of 
the fathers and a movement that has 
not been referred to the people ol! the 
United States. But, he said, that high­ 
ly as all the other obligations are “they 
dwindle almost into insignillcance com­ 
pared with the two that have thus lar 
not been 'lluded to. In the Declaration 
of Independence the nation has olliclal- 
ly based It^ existence upon the principle 
that governments ‘derive their just pow­ 
ers from the consent of tlie governed.’ 


"If annexation is effected In the man­ 
ner proposed, this fundamental princi­ 
ple will b“ trampled under fool, the 
unanimous ratification of the treaty by 
the Hawaiian senate notwithstaniling. 
For the overwhelming majority of the 
popul.ation has virtually had no voice 
in instituting this government: though 
now^ the lawful government, It actually 
represents only less than I.OOO out of 
about 110,000. 
Even If the remaining 
10»J,000 w-ere to pray os ardently as tlie 
4,000 for annexation, we ought to .«hut 
out door againi?t them, because accord­ 
ing to the unanimou.« emphatic testi­ 
mony of the small minority, posing as 
the Hawallans, the lOG.OOO are utterly 
and permanently unlit for self-govern­ 
ment. which Is more than the life- 
breath, which Is the very structural 
principle of this republic.”

The steamer City of Duluth wl:ieh 
was wrecked on a l>ar near the north 
pier last Wednesday night was an at­ 
traction which called thousands of peo­ 
ple to the scene yesterday and the 
kodak (lend and relic hunters were in 
the majority. 
People who wished a 
souvenir from the ill fated ship were so 
reckless tliat 
they took 
axes and 
smashed the marble slabs in the tiolet 
rooms and when forbidden by Captain 
St. Clair to do so they became very 
angry. They even carried oil’ the plates 
and dishes on the boat and when a 
search was made for the silver knives, 
forks and spoons it was learned that 
they were scattered all over the country 
as souvenirs. One of the insurance men 
said: 


“ If you only trive the people a little 
time there won't be enough left of the 
boat to go to pieces.*’ 


He concluded this remark by paying 
the ftdlowing compliment: “This is the 
worst place 1 ever struck for relic; 
hunters and I will be surprised if som*a 
one don’t try to get the boat’s engines 
and boiler fora souvenir.“ 


Captain St. Clair, representing the 
Insurance companies, with a force of 
men was employed all day yesterday in 
getting everything ot value from the 
boat. The piano, carpets, chairs, life 
boats, furniture and in fact everything 
movable was loaded on scows and towed 
to the F. A Graham docks, where it 
was stowed and in a few days, or weeks 
at most, the Insurance companies will 
sell the .salvage at auction sale.

towed the City of Louisville beside the 
Duluth yesterday forenoon and J. M. 
Allmendinger with the aid of his cen­ 
trifugal pump commenced pumping the 
corn from the hold of the w'recked 
steamer, but after ])umping out about 
tifteen bushels the elTort was abandoned 
as the corn was soaked with water and 
so full of sand as to be valueless, but 
the Hour, of which there was about ten 
carloads, was loaded and upon exami­ 
nation it was found that fully half of 
the amount was notdanuigeda panicle.

In its widest scope the arid region 
of the United States comprises half tho 
territory of tho entire country, for to 
io great an extent must irrigation bo 
employed either ns a primary or sec­ 
ondary factor in tho cultivation of crops.

1^1 and that a pcculiur emer- 
sy baa arisen when the attitude of 
id court and the law must be distinet- 
announced, I deem it ))i'opei' to uow 
i^Jitate briefly the reasons which actuate 
court in its present position. 


It is claimed that local sentiincut in 
^ '•Oine municipalities is ugainHt the en* 
^'loi^cment of tbo law. in u Ic^ul point 
of view, it would be sunicient to answer 
|;?^at laws were enacted to be enforced. 
'¿It is the duty of public olllcers to en- 
force the law, oven thoujili public sen- 
.' tlment be against them, 
it in the oubi- 
' ness of the legislature to repeal laws if 
itihey need repealing but while they 
. fttand unre{)calcd it is not within the 
province of otlleers to constitute them* 
I sevles judges of the wisdom or policy of 
the law and refuse to execute it upon 
; their own notion of expediency. 
If 
■ th«y can declinc this duty with refer- 
^ ence to one law, they cun with e<{ual 
propriety decline to e.vecule any law. 


But waiving the legal argument, the 
position is fallacious. 
Under our pres- 
’ out law the whole dispo.sition of the 
liquour tralllc is in the limil control of 
the voters of the whole county and not 
of any particular township or munici­ 
pality. It is partial and unjust under 
this policy to have the law.s enforced 
In some phices and not in others. If 
public S'intiment Is to be con.sulted, 
which 1 do not admit, the otlicer» 
should consult, not the sentiment of 
the people uf one particular locality, 
but the wishes (»f the people of the 
whole county. 
Upon this question it 
can be stated without fear of contra­ 
diction that 
the 
|)ubllc 
sentinumt 
of 
Berrien 
county 
is 
over­ 
whelmingly in favor 
of 
the 
en­ 
forcement 
of not merely a part, 
but of all the 
laws 
which 
now 
restrict and regtilate tbo lit|U o r tralllc. 
With this great public sentiment in 
the background it ought not to be im­ 
practicable to enforce these laws in 
this county, anywhere and everywhere. 
We have no large cities where the 
question of administoriug and enforc­ 
ing laws relative to the li({uor trailic 
becomes a very serious and Intricate 
problem. 
A few determined ollicerb 
can enforce these laws in any munici- 
in this county if they resolutely 
undertake It. 


But this lino of reasoning is merely 
negative. It does not roach the real 
merits of the question. 
AllltMnativc 
reasons exist which calls for the en­ 
forcement of the laws in question. 


The saloon-keeper who violates in­ 
tentionally any part of the law Is ex­ 
posed to Increasing temptation and lia- 
Dility to violate every part of the law-. 
Itconfllcts with our own experience and 
O l^rvtttiuu of the motives and habits 
which govern human conduct to su{)- 
poeo that saloon-kee|)ers, who habitu- 
nllyor frequently keep their saloons 
open on Sunday, liolidays and at nar- 
ttcular hours of night, will not sell to 
drunkards and minors whenever they 
Imagine they can do so withtmt discov­ 
ery. Loss of respect for the law eiigen- 
* ders aspirltof lawlessnessaud reekless- 
n ^ in the saloon-keeper himself. 


The otlleers themselves under such 
a state of alTairs as I have alluded to 
are liable to become careless and indif­ 
ferent and to wink at grosser violations 
of the law. 


That, however, calls loudly for the 
eniorcement uf these liquor laws in 
their entirety is the im))ortant fact that 
: ,a dead letter law is not only the worst 
possible of all laws, but worse than no 
law at all. The notorious violation 
with impunity of laws which are known 
to be on the statute books, is an object 
lesson to the community, which ever 
and increasingly inculcates a disrespect 
for alllaw. 
It breeds rebellion against 
all forms of police restriction. 
It is de­ 
moralising and degrading in its intlu- 
ence upon the community wh ich toler­ 
ates it. Its etTect u|K>n the mind of the 
youth is especially pernicious. To pre- 
teud to teach the youth that the law 
should be observed,and then allow him 
todiscover that laws are openly delied, 
and no attem pt 
made to 
enforce 
them, is 
to teach him that 
the 
administration of law is a farce and 
a mockery and entitled to no respeei. 


Considering the present peculiar at­ 
titude and policy of the laws of this 
Btate toward the liquor trailic, to ask 
the ottieers of the court to wink at the 
violation of any purtion of the regula­ 
tion of the trailic, is inopportune. The 
saloon is doing business under exacting 
restrictions imposed on no other trade. 
The law has emphaiically pronounced 
it a dangerous business fraught with 
peril, not only to the community, but 
to the saloon keeper himself. 
It exists 
only by legal sullerance, and is in no 
condition 
to ask for 
illegal con­ 
cessions. It is liable to be destroyed 
by a breath 
of popular 
indlg‘na- 
►•' Cion, edgondered perhaps by the sole 
fact that somesalooDs keepers fuulishly 
seek to violate the very law upon which 
this business relies for its legal exis­ 
tence. Under such circumstances the 
object of extreme solicitude on the part 
of every saloon keeper should be not 
bow to evade the law but how to obey 
It. Some saloon keepers desire and in­ 
tend to obey it, others do not. So long 
as they evidently intend to obey the 
law their business and property are en­ 
titled to the same protection as that 
of anyone else and it is the duty of the 
oourt to protect them from that form of 
unjust aceusatioB which is likely to 
arise from malice, extortion or preju­ 
dice against this 
business. When, 
however, the saloon keeper attempts 
to evade a part of the law he throws a 
auspiclon upon all hie profession of obe- 
dlonce and encumbers that jealous side 
of the law which warns him that if he 
littemptB to carry on his perilous busi- 
be must not overleap tne boundaries 
wbicb have been carefully marked out. 


In view of these considerations it is 
my belief that all of the liquor laws of 
UOt state should be enforced in this 
.■ /-^oounty. It becomes your duty gentle- 
f .
